“Money Car” of Reputed

TORONTO, Ont. April 22.-—Pour 
gunmen held up the “money car" of 
& reputed gambling resort on the out 
skirts of the city Sunday morning “nd 
made away with a sum reported to be 
$60,000. 

According to the county police, the 
car carrying the money had proceeded 
a few miles down the highway from 
Mimico to Torunto at 6:30 a.m, Sun- 
day. following the break-up of a 
“crap” game when an automobile 
bearing the gunmen swerved across 
its path, The men in the “money 
car’ were forced to alight and hand 
over the proceeds of the game to th 
gunmen 
Police

Threaten 
As the robbery was 
out, county constable Tavenet 
Islington drove up. He stopped to in- 
vestigate and two of the masked gun- 
men pointed either rifles or shot guns 
at- him. The driver of the constable’s 
car managed to pass the bandit car 
and drove the constable to a store 
near Islington, near the scene of the 
robbery, Calls were sent to Hamilton 
and Toronto police 
Ten minutes later the constable re- 
turned to the scene of the robbery, but 
both the “money car" and the bandit

car had disappeared. The constable 
reported that the bandit car had it 
markers obscured 

The Globe stated that Joseph 
Attelman, formerly of Rochester, N.Y 
was the heaviest loser, The bulk o 
the $60,000 according to the Globe 
was in $1,000 bills and was the prop 
erty of Attelman, said to be a partner 
in the club where the game was con- 


ducted, 

The Globe learned that Saturday 
night was the biggest night tn th 
history of the club and that "big 
money” was on hand 

The Globe quoted Frank Burrows 
said to be Atltelman’s partner, a 
stating Sunday night that he had 


just heard of the robbery but did not 


think the amount reported as stolen 
was correct 

The Mail and Empire ts reporting 
the hold-up says that $55,000 was the 
amount secured by the bandit Thi 
newspaper states that six armed men 
were In the car which the robber 
stopped on the road and that they 
were frisked until the bandits came to 
the “banker” of the game who was 
carrying the large amount of money

ciliatory and helpful spirit of Mr 
Gibson's declarations,” Lord Cushen- 
dun said, “I should like, so far as I 
am concerned, speaking on behalf of 
the British government, to say that it 
is in that spirit we are also prepared 
to approach this very complicated and | 


difficult question and that so far as 
points are in dispute, whether with 
the United States or any other state 


Tepresented, we shall endeavor to meet 
it in exactly that spirit 

“But I would go further, Of course 
I cannot commit myself in regard to 
any specific proposition contained in 
the statement. We should have to see 
it in print before we can do that. Bu 
following it as closely as I could, I am 
able to say that so far as any general 
principle is concerned, I think there ts 
nothing that Mr. Gibson has said with 
which I cannot express my agreement 
Certainly Iam in agreement with the 
generality of the remarks that have 
been made and the principles he has 
laid dowwn.” 


Mr, Gibson declared the readiness 
of the United States to give full and 
friendly consideration to any supp! 
mentary methods of limitation which 
might be calculated to make its pro- 
posals acceptable to the other pow- 
ers, “My government will be prepar- 
ed,” he added, “to give consideration 


to any method of estimating the equi-

SPRING SHOW—AND FAIR 

The management of the exhibition as- 
sociation are well satisfied with the spring 
show. The public will agree that the 
event was quite up to the standard of past 
shows, and a creditable affair alike to the 
city and to those who were responsible for 
the arrangements. The exhibits were 
good and the competitions and features 
interesting. ‘The attendance is said to 
have broken the previous records, It is to 
be supposed that the balance sheet will 
show a correspondingly good financial out- 
come, 

All this augurs well for the success of 
the mid-summer fair, now three months 
away. This year’s fair, it is well to remem- 


| ber, will mark the fiftieth anniversary of 


the holding of the first agricultural show 
in Edmonton—the first in the Northwest 
Territories. This should on that account 
be an outstanding year in the history of 
Edmonton’s exhibition, and nothing should 
be left undone to make it so. Advertising 
should begin earlier than in former years, 
and be carried on more extensively and in- 
tensively. “The semi-centennial” should 
be heralded in every corner of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan during the next three 
months, 

AIR MAIL AGAIN 


Information comes from Ottawa that 
the air mail service between the prairie 
cities is to be resumed, and established on 
a regular schedule. It is to be inferred 
that the experiment last fall worked out 
fairly well financially. ‘The service should 
do well during the coming summer, which 
promises to be an unusually active one, 
with the saving of time a matter of real im- 
portance to a large number of people in 
all the larger centres, Should that result, 
there will be a chance that the planes may 
fly during next winter also, and air mail 
become a permanently established factor 
in western business, 

It is rather disappointing that con- 
sideration has not yet been given to the 
matter of continuing the service through 


to Vancouver. The absence of large 
cities between Alberta and the coast prob- 
ably accounts for that. The Edmonton 
board of trade did well to remind the de- 
partment early in the season that the most 
advantageous route for a through service 
would be by way of Edmonton and the 
Yellowhead Pass. That is, in fact, the one 
route through the mountains that would 
be reasonably safe, and whenever the air 
mail is extended to the coast cities it 
should be extended west from Edmonton,

FORTY YEARS AGO 


From the Edmonton Bulletin, Saturday, April 20th, 
1889. 

Duck Lake—Gabriel Dumont arrived home on Frt- 
day last and at once arranged for a series of meet- 
ings to be held in this district, The first was at 
Batoche on Tuesday last. The second came off here 
this afternoon, about sixty being present. He gave 
an account of his travels and what he saw in Mon- 
tana. He had never had any idea of raising men in 
Montana to attack Canada, The French citizens of 
New York had given him a great reception and pre- 
sented him with a medal, There were three regiments 
present at the reception, He gave a full statement of 
how the North West trouble came about and chal- 
lenged any Canadian present to contradict him, but 
the secretary for war who was present would not allow 
this. When in Quebec he addressed many meetings, at 
which he also explained the troubles of '95, He told 
them that the Metis were whipped but that a given 
number of French haif-breeds well armed could whip 
a similar number of any nation in the world, An 
amnesty had now been granted the half-breeds by the 
Canadian government, and this meant that all the 
rebels should get back their cattle and everything else 
lost and confiscated. To secure this was one of the 
objects of his meetings. He wanted a strong committee 
formed and a petition sent to the Lieutenant Governor 
at Regina for his signature and approval and then 
sent to Ottawa 
would go to Ottawa as a deputation, The Metis were 
not to blame for the troubles. They had been led into 
it and now they must be paid. A committee of forty 
men was then appointed with instructions to lose no 
time in getting a petition prepared and sent to Ottawa 
Other meetings are to be held for the same purpose,

Thomas ‘Gray, in his “Elegy Writ- 
ten in a Country Churehyard,” looks 
down at the humble village graves and 
writes, “Some 
mute tnglorious 
Milton here may 
rest.” The impli- 
cation is that 
persons might be 
born with the ca- 
pacity to write as 
good poetry as 
did Milton or to 
achieve, accord. 
ing to their tal- 
ents, equally in 
other directions, 
and yet be denied 
by fate the opportunity to bring those 
talents to fruition, They would be 
potential Miltons but do nothing not- 
able and remain obscure. 

The phrase is as often cited with 
a large question mark, indicating a 
doubt whether there are such beings, 
The doubters would hold that if the 
talent is there, it will find or create 
the opportunity; the urge and the 
power will be strong enough to rise 
above obstacles and triumph, Which, 
as known, is often the case. 

The question brings to mind an- 
other well-known comment of a 
doubting Thomas. In olden days ship- 
owners who were saved at sea when 
their ships were wrecked, in gratitude 
hung from the rafters of their church 
a small replica of a ship, When these 
were pointed to as evidence of provi- 
dential care, the skeptic asked: 
“Where are the models of the ships 
that went down at sea?” 

In the present instance the case 1s 
reversed, Since we can point to many 
great men who became so despite ad- 
verse circumstances, it is suggested 
that those who remain mute and in- 
glorious do so because they are not 
Miltons; and if they do exist, where 
are they? Well, obviously if their 


achievements became well known, 
they would be neither mute nor inglor- 
ious. We can't prove the case, We 
can only favor one view or (he other— 
that they exist or that they do not, 
and thereby show our prejudices or 
our predilections, Which means that 
we will regard as truth what fits in 
best with the general evidence for the 
distribution of ability, and our inter- 
pretation of its relation to heredity 
and environment, 

So with no more apology, I am will- 
ing to state my guess that they exist, 
in fact, there are lots of them, and 
of all shades and grades, Not all Mil- 
tons by any means, nor even near 
Miltons; but of quite as good menta) 
caliber as those who make more or 
less of a name for themselves, For } 
believe that in most cases, reputation 
or success depends upon a favorable 
combination of ability and circum. 
stances. Sometimes ability {s No, 1 
and circumstances No, 2; and not in- 
frequently the reverse, I can think ol 
quite a number of men who have 
achieved on a moderate portion of 
ability, and who are distinctly less 
able than those who have been less 
successful, Some of the ablest minds 
I have encountered haven't much 
achievement to their credit, 

This conclusion is less a consolatio: 
(take it as such if you wish) than tt 
is a recognition of the very complicat 
ed flind of a world in which we live 
and of the crudeness of the social sys 
tem by which we adapt reward or re 
cognition to merit. That the extreme 
ly able will overcome handicap of cir 
cumstance may be freely admitted 
and yet leave room for all sorts of 
combinations of ability and circum. 
stance (including the lack) that may 
determine the measure of individua) 
success, Perhaps in a perfect world 
there would not be any mute inglor- 
fous Miltons, but in our kind of a 
world therea re, in my opinion, tou 
of them and some of them are not 
Miltons but Miltonesses,

Sir T. Tait, of Canadian | 
Salt Co., on Tour of 
Inspection 


If it is decided to carry on with the 
development of the McMurray salt de- 
posits, one or two deep wells, in ad- 
dition to the four already sunk, will 
be put down this year, according to) 
Sir Thomas Tait, president of the 
Canadian Salt Company, Ltd., who is 
in Edmonton on his way to McMurray. 

Sir ‘Thomas’ company is one of the 
two reported to be greatly interested 
in the drilling carried on last year at 
MeMurray, under the direction of the 
provincial government, and should he 
be favorably impressed during his trip 
it is probable his company will become 
actively interested, either by taking 
over the government well, or acquir- 
ing property close to the point where 
operations were carried on last year. 

Sir Thomas stated that while there 
was good evidence of rock salt deposits 
at Fort McMurray, the data obtained 
from the four wells put down is not 
as reliable as it might have been. In 
the event of additional wells being put 
down, he stated that these would not 
only be for testing the extent of the 
deposits and quality of the salt but so 
they could be used as producing wells 
in case a salt plant was established.

The Canadian Salt company, he 
said, had been acquired by Canadian 
Industries, Ltd,, of which A, P, Pur- 
vis is president. This is the largest 
company in Canada with headquarters 
at Montreal. Imperial Chemicals, Ltd., 
one of the largest concerns in the 
world, and Dupont of the United 
States, are interested in Canadian In- 
dustries, Ltd,, although the company 
was Canadian with a number of pro- 
minent Canadians on the board of 
directors. 

This is the first time Sir Thomas 
has visited Edmonton and he could 
not speak highly enough of his Jour- | 
ney.. 

“I was surprised to find such a 
splendid hotel here”, he continued, “It 
is well-equipped and the service ex- | 
cellent and I cannot say too much 
for tt.

LONDON, April 22.—The Commun- 
ist party is venting a violent vocabu- 
lary on A. J, Cook, secretary of the 
Miners’ Federation of Great L-itain 
in reference to the incident at the 
Mansion House, when Cook publicly 
thanked the Prince of Wales for his 
work in connection with the fund for 
the relief of distressed miners. Tie 
Communist party has telegraphed 
Cook 

“Your treachery to 
cause and identification with ‘Mond- 
ism’ reached a further stage in your 
fawning representation of a class which 
fatten son the workers. Such nauseat- 
ing slavishness will arouse nothing but 
flisgust for you in the eyes of all hon- 
est workers.” 

The telegram challenged Cook to 
name the alleged Communist “moved 
to tears by the Prince's appeal,” and 
describes the story told the Prince by 
Cook as “balderdash and a contempt- 
ible lie.” 


Converted by Prince 
The incident has evoked widespread 
interest ,especially in view of an inter- 
view Cook gave later to the Daliv! 
Sketch. He declared monarchy ad 
ceased to be an issue in the .orking 
class movement and though he was 
still republican in theory, 
a strong one. The prince, he 
ted, had heen the chief factor 

stroying his republicanism 

“The question of monarchy has 
ceased to be an issue among the work- 
ing classes,” Cook declared “He has 
broken the whole tradition of >yalty 
and has made the British throne 
safest in the world and himself 

Safest man in England,” 
fter detailed culogies on the 
prince's conduct with regard to the 
distressed miners, Cook declared that 
the British heir was “the chief advo- 
cate of social reform in the country,’ 
adding that “a year ago this statement 
would have met with hooting and in- 
dignation at any labor meeting, but 

now: would receive cheers.”
